Five Are Named 
Laureate Scholars 

Three freshmen students have 
been named Laureate Scholars 
for the current academic year 
bringing the total number of those 
honored with scholarships to Po- 
tomac State through this program 
to five.

Concern continues to mount 
over Potomac State’s future fol- 
lowing a recent UPI report from 
Charleston which revealed that 
West Virginia’s Board of regents 
has been urged to take steps 
immediately toward establishing 
a system of community colleges 
in the Mountain State that would 
offer a wide range of courses. 

The recommendation is con- 
tained in a 27 -page report made 
by a special team of consultants 
appointed by the Southern Re- 
gional Education Board to make 
a study of two-year college needs 
for the Regents. The report was 
presented to the Board on Sep- 
tember 15 but no action was taken 
on it. 

The report notes that West Vir- 
ginia supports a “proportion- 
ately large number of four -year 
institutions and that the “few 
branches of existing senior col- 
leges and universities are not 
community colleges nor do they 
serve adequately in that ca- 
pacity.” 

The report suggests that such 
a college system offer courses 
similar to those taken by col- 
lege freshman and sophomores; 
classes in vocational-technical 
education and programs of con- 
tinuing education. It said such 
colleges should have at least 
500 students no later than the 
third fall term following the 
opening and must double that 
enrollment by the fifth fall 
term following the opening, 
must double that enrollment by 
the fifth fall term after open- 
ing. 

The survey team said at the 
present time West Virginia is 
attempting to support ten sen- 
ior institutions of learning, only 
five of which have enrollments 
exceeding 3,000 full-time stu- 
dents. 

Little success was noted 
among two-year college - type 


programs currently being of- 
fered by various schools. The 
team reported that only West 
Virginia Tech and the Parkers- 
burg Center of West Virginia 
University seemed to be having 
any success with a two-year 
institution, POTOMAC STATE 
COLLEGE, has experienced a 
decrease in its enrollment for 
five of the last ten years and that 
of 10 two-year programs being 
offered there now, half of them 
are underproductive and have a 
total enrollment of only 153.
